ting, but of ſpending ; that cleaues the head, and paines the 
heart,and wounds the fpirits,and leaues vs ſo diltrefled, that 
me:ite 15 1D meate, the bed no bed, lizht no l1ght to vs ; thar 
makes vs catch at death for helpe : bur alas, what helpe in 
death, ifnot fore-thoughr of ? 

Oh the miſerie ofa poore creature , tnat is fo pained that 
he cannot liue; ſo rnprepared that he dares not die : he goes 
to bed, but cannot Nlecps; he taſtes his meare, bur it wiil not 
downe ; he ſhifts his rooine,but nor his pame ; death ( fairh 
the conſcience) would end and amend all,wert tou prepa- 
red for death;bur to die before,were to looſe thoſe comtorts 
one harh,and ro fal vnder thoſe curſes that are vnſutterable, 
&c. But as vet we are but in the way to death, After ficknes 
hath for a time entertained vs with ſharpe confiicts, it deli. 
vers vs FÞ to dearh it ſeife ; then the armies of feare diſplay 
tnemſclues, and ſtabbe rhe ynprouided ſoule through his 
tickelt ſhield ; then rwo powerfull officers ſeize vpon a 
maimed man at once ; death vpon the body, terrour vpon 
the ſoule; death hates much like $z/07202s officers , and the 
foulc koids(as Teas rhe aitar, to jhe the body; iorth they be 
to part,bur death will rend them in twaine the conſcience 
the whileit that meditares reare; tnat quakes, rhat trembles:

And for things ( marke 
me weli)hearken not to Satan,who difſwades all ſeaſonable 
willes, becauſe hee would adminiſter the goods , by being 
timely tt1 this errand, thou ſhair nor ſhorten thy dayes; bur 
hauing taken thy leaue of the world , ſhalt better attend on 
death. Things therctore vnlawfull , reſtore, ( i ſay againe) 
reftore, Things lawiull diſpoſe of, and as in a jiourney(haſtie 
and vncertaine ) wait the call, But what auailes it to ſet 
houſe in order, with eAch:tophcl,and to forget ones ſelfe? In 
the ſecond place therefore, (nay inthe firſt ) looke to thy 
ſelfe,and ſith the places be but rwo,and they fo different, go 
not to hell, ſo long as heauen may bee had : there is no man 
ſo forlornely wicked,but it he repent, we may warrant him 
heaven; if he will not, who can helpe him-? But what muſt 
ke doe? firſt, ke mult repeat, that is, ſee his life and nature, 
confeſſe, mourne, hate finne, and leaue all in pratice or al. 
lowance. Secondly, he mult belceue, thar is, acquaint him- 
ſelfe with rhe Word , and yeeld confent ynto it, apply it to 
his owne particalar , and dwell vpon it ; hee mutt threaten 
bimſeife in enery threat, curſe himſeifo in eucry curſblefe 
himſelis in every promiſe.

The wicked holds all his comforts 
onely tor terme of life; death ends his-wealth, his glory, his 
peace, his ioy,his comforts,his contentmentrs;ail his portion 
is onely in this life, faith the Prophet; all the ſweet he hath, 
fore-goeth death: atter, he hath a portion indeed, but it is a 


portion of fire & brimſtone, of {tormes and tempeſts,of an-. 


1:th and tribulation, of ſhame and confuſion, ot horror and 
amazement in a fierie Lake, from the preſence of God, in the 
middeſt of curſed ſpirits. Thus death muſt needs be terrible 
ro him,bur as coforrableto the godly; tor 1t makes his croſ.

Now when nature dies, ſhall we looke for any life of grace?

for the other,all iſrael muſt mourne with an holy. mourning. - 
Let his deareſt yoke-fellow fay, Ah mine vnthankefulneſle 
and vniruntulnefle; let.children fay, Ah our diſobedience and 
ſtubburneffe. and ſeruants , Ahour jdlenefle and yatruſtines. 
and all , Ah our folly and frowardneſſe.' Who could not ſe 
vertues through frailties and.corne through chafte,ril we had 
joft all. Theſe ſinnes of ours haue ſtripr vs of a Sammel, and 
couered vs with darkeneſle. He is gone, the arme and ſhoul- 
cer is fallen from this our litrle body, the ſooner for our _

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let vs ſee it,or elſe what abides vs. In the body, what med:.. 
cines cannot doe, cutting muſt ; what that cannot, burning 
muſt,or elſe norhing, (ſaith the Maſter of Phyſicke.) It is ſo 
in the Soule to; Oh rhat we could ſee it! In our friends {ict 
nefſes we haue been medicined,in priuate diftreſſes Jauncedc, 
bur in the loſſe of publike perſons the Lord proceeds ro bur. 
ning. If theſe wounds vpon the very head of vs {trike vs not 
downe ; what ſhall next bee ſmitten, but our heart it felfe * 
Well,Iſrael laments,and he hath cauſe:what doe they next ? 
that next wee mult heare. 

"They burie him, and the place and manner bee obſerued. 
For the place, they bury him ar his houſe in Ramah (the an. 
cient and the Mannor houſe) his father dwelt there before 
him, 1. Sz». 1. where alſo you may bee informed touching 
the Towne, Whereas:there were of Ramahs foure or fiue, 
this was Ramah Zophim in Mount Ephraim , which bor. 
rowes his name from the ſituation of it ; it ſtood high, and 
thc name 1mporterh no lefſe, In this Ramah, Samue! ſome. 
time lined as a Magiſtrate, and here hee is interred. For the 
ſolemaitic of the Funcrall, it is ſuch as argues 1ſraels lone, 
and Samuels worrh ; they dee him all the honor that is poſii- 
ble. Firſt, (Iſrael) the firſt-borne of men, the glory of the 
Vyorld, comes to the Funerall, (all Iſrael) all at once inthe 
ſame place ; they come from far,they come:vpon the wings 
of the wind,they come(to lament)all mourners ; they come 
(ro bury him) to bury him in his owne Towne (at his owne 
houſe:) what can be done more in Samuels honour ? To be 
baried 1s an honour, buricd in ones owne Conntrey much, 
in his owne place mare ; bur to be fo buried as Samuel! was, 
in ſich a place, by ſuch a people, with ſo many teares, ſo 
great a ſolemnitie, this is Samuels happineſle, and the Sainrs 
nonaur, You ſee then our third Doctrine, 

An holy and profitable lite ends in an happy and honou- 
rable death ; life 1s deaths ſeeds-time, death lites harueſt ; as 
here we-ſowe,ſo there we reape ; as here we ſet, fo-there we 
gather, of holineſle, happineſſe, and of a bleſſed life, a dearh 
as bliſſe.full, He rhar ſpends himſelfe vpon God & man,ſhall 
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caſt vpon him. So Samel found ir,ſo Iacob,few men compa. 
rable to him in holineſſ2,as few ſo honorably buried. So A/z, 
Hezelah,Toſiah, Dauid, &c, but eſpecially for 1ofah and He. 
zek;ab, thoſe great reformers, thoſe profitable members,the 
Text takes ſpeciall notice of rheir Obſequies. Toſiah hauing 
receiued his deaths wound abroad, is brought home in his 
chariot,and much honour attends him to his graue;he is bu. 
ried amongſt his fathers & friends ; all Teruſaiem,nay all Tu- 
dah,and the neighbouring Townes are mourners ; nay, not 
profeſſors onely, but Preachers roo, as Jeremy is expreſſed, 
Theſe ſo mourned, as that their lamentation grew into a 
prouerb, Zach.12.God & man concurred in this, that Jofiahs 
name ſhould neuer die, And as for H:zeah,the holy Ghoſt 
points vs to his life & death : in his life time he was of grea. 
r-{t vic for Church and Common-weale; therefore when he 
died,iſrael fockes to the Buriall : and where is he buried? in 
the chiefeſt Sepulcher of Danids ſonnes:and how?withgrea.. 
teſt honour;all Iſrael (faith the Text) and Iudah too met to- 
g:ther,to do him honour at his death, 2.Chroz.32.33, Hee 
itudied their good in life, they his honour ar his death : Thus 
a profitable lite refignes to an honourable death : thus are 
tacy honoured of all, that minde Gods glory, and the com- 
10n g004. A matter of leſſe maruell, it wee conſider three 
things: Firſt, that God hath vndertaken it ſhallibe ſo, They 
chat honour m?,ſhall be howoured by me, ſaith Truth and Honour 
it ſeife ; and the hands of Wiſedome 1 honoar as well as W. alth, 
Prex.3,Secondly,all matter of diſgrace is remoued by death, 
iif2 and ſinne in the godly dic together : when God diuides 
the ſoule from the body, he ſeparates ſinne fron both; finne 
for the puniſhment he wil not ſmite;ſfinne for the ſtaine,thart 
ſhall not blemiſh. Thirdly, he ſwayes the hearts of men to 
thoughts of mercy towards his, when once departed;hauing 
firſt Sy their ſinnes himſelf,he wipes the remembrance 
of them out of the hearts of men,& preſents the with adayly 
view of grace & vertue, Thus Same! that was ſo much quar- 
relied in his Iife,is as much honoured in his death; when hee 
dies,mans enitte dies, his owne corruptio: dies:God wil ſee 
N0ne 1Niquitie in Sarzel,men after Go9 ſhall doe the like. 
And 
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And is this ſo ? then here wee ſee what courſe muſt be ra= Y/e, 
ken,if wee will arriue at honour:men may dreame,to meete 
with honour, in many pathes ; they may thinke to make 
their name, by other meanes : but when they haue tyred 
themſelues in ſeeking this, in by-pathes, as the young ſtu- 
dents Eljahs body, they muſt with them ſeeke in Heauen, if 3, Kimg-2.16. 
euer they will finde. All honour comes from aboue, and 
+ there reſts, where the God of honour places it : ſo that hee 
muſt be wonne by a godly life, before that honour can bee 
obtained. Beieeue it ( brethren) nothing mends the Name, 
bur what mendes the Soule : Nabuchadnezzar may haue 
wealth, Achirophel wit, Herod ſpeech,Shebra a Tombe, Ahab 
all, and yet bce baſe and contemptible. Dozg may fawne, 
Diotrephes climbe, Tezabel paint, Abſalom plot, and yet leaue 
their name as a curſe: theſe,theſe things that grow out of the 
dunghill,or duſt, will neuer build a name of honour,becauſe 
they will neuer worke any life of grace. The onely way to 
honour, is through vertue, in the Heathens indgement z a 
ſpeech as true as truth it ſelfe, if we vnderſtand it of the ex- 
erciſe, not of morall vertues, but of ſauing grace. A godly 
fruitfull life hath a fairer proſpect towards honour, then all 
the.aduanrages in the world befides.Be one as poore as One- 
ſimu, yet if Preſemus, that is, profitable, his name our-l:ues 
him : bee one as great as King Jehoram, or Jeho:achim, if hee 
1dle out his life, hee dies vndeſired, hee lines vnlamented.- In 
the ſecond of the Chronicles chap. 2 4. wee haug, two notable 2.chjen.24, * 
inſtances in one Chapter,to this purpoſe; the | ow are loaſh, 
and lehoiadah, the difference much betwixr them-; the one 
was a King,the other a ſubiect: in life this odds; the one was ' 
truly profitable and godly, rhe other contrary : in death 
therefore thus they are differenced ; eho:adah waxed old,rhe 
other was rotren,before ripe; next, 7eho;a4ah died naturally, 
the other by a vioienr hand ; /ehoradah in the loue of all, rhe 
other in the hatred of his owne men ; lehoradah buried a- 
monegſt the Kings, the other denyed that honour: the reaſon? 
Tehoiadah (faith the Text) had done good in Iſrael, and to- 
wards God & his Hoaſe, 1oaſh neither:whart is the inference? 
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name of the godly ſhall remaine for cuer. God hath allowed 
both the good and the bad their portion ; the righteous lath 
a double bleſiing, the wicked a double curſe vpon his name, 
The bleſlings are theſe ; the name of the righteous is bleſſed, 
his memoriall precious, his name a perfume : ſecondly, his 
remembrance is for ener, T/al. 112, The curſes theſe ; the 
name of the wicked rors, it quickly comes to nothing ; 
while it laſts, itſtinkes like carrion, and at laſt is left as a 
curſe behind him,as E/ay faith. What wee heare ſpoken, wee 
ſee executed in all ages, Conſult with your qwne experi- 
ence; rell me whether the names of Idolaters, Drunkards, 
Adulterers,Swaggerers,be not rotten & accurſed; in deſpite 
of all Titles, Oftces, Policies, Fauours whatioener ; when in 
the meane, the righteous (notwithſtanding all flanders, cla» 
mors, imputations, and aſperſions) is.ot bleſſed name and 
memorie, And if fo,teede vpon the Winde na longer, build 
Babels no more, lay no more foundations in Hell, whileſt 
you thinke ro erect a Building by ftiatrerie, baſeneſſe, depen. 
dancie, lying, ſwaggering, &c, but goe to the Lord of ho, 
nour, for laſting honour ; pray much, reade much , hearg 
much; honour him in all the paſſages of his.worihip, and 
you haue his word for your preferment ; and as for men,be 
ro them as /eho:adzh was,protitable,and they ſhaii be to you 
as Iſracl ro him, mercifull. Ah the fruirfuil lmmer tindes mer. 
cie in his death, his conſcience fauqurs bjmw, and heartens 
him vpon death it ſelfe-; the Angeis of Cod (thoſe ofticers 


of Heauen) comfort him, and ferch Þ;m2 in 2: ſtate to his 


Crowne ; the Lord of gory receives hui with all honour, 


and puts vpen him the glory of Heanen; the >:jnts departed 


regard him as a part of themſelyes,of Chriſt ; the Saints 11. 
uing honour his name,and follow him to Heaucn, with their 
loues and aftections; the wicked haue a word of commenda. / 
tions for him, and the blinde Ba/aam can ſay, O rhar my end 
might be like his. Thus honour & happineſſe(and nothing elſe). 
abide vs hereafter,it now we can lay forthour ſeluesro Gog 
and mans aduantage.But for the wicked, wha beſtow them. 
ſelues in the world like Drones in the Hiye,who either haue 
no calling, or doe no ſeruice, and towards God ſo demeang 
them. 


theniſelues,as if they were his betters;ſcorning his children, 
ſcoffng at bis Word, trampling vpon his Name, his Sab. 
baths, his Worſhip;let them neuer deceiue themſelues, their 
names ſhall ror,they fhall find no fauour in death,their con. 
ſciences ſhall brawle them out of all quiet:men ſhall rife in. 
ro their lines; their whoredomes,treacheries, villanies ſhall 
flie through the world; cuery drunkard ſhall fit ypon them; 

In the 
meane,whileſt that rhe name is thus torne below,the ſoule is 
brought before the Iudge,conuicted, committed ro hell;co.

then be not curſed, but bleſſed: be happy, be honoured, bee 

well thought of in life, well ſpoken of after death;be ripghre. 
ous,be humble,be ſeruiceable; this is the way as heauen tells 

vs; a Samncls life will draw ona Samuels death, nothing 
lie, 

In a ſecond place,let this afford a double comfort to fruit- 
full members,and faithtull Chriſtians: Firſt, for themſelnes, 
let themknow: that the world will changeerelong;rhe wic- 
ked , who haue now-the applauſe, muſt downe the godly, 
who as yet are vnder ſhame,ſhall ſhine. The wicked (as one 
ſpeakes)are like hawkes,of great eſteeme whileſt lining, but 
after nothing worth:the godly(on the other ſide)are.compa- 
red to-ramer fowles, which are huſht forth,and little heeded 


whileſt lining ; -but after death are brought into the Parlor, 


Semblably in the dayes of life, impietie hath the hand: after 


death the'difference-is as much betweene Saul and Same! . 0 


Toaſh and Ichoidah as berwixt the Faulcon and Capon, Hauke 
and Hen, Yeeld then ( beloued ) to the worlds -ſonnes; let 
them haue the place,giue them leaue to ſpeake;the time will 
come when honour ſhall know: its home, and innocencie 
haue irs crowne-: all the wiles in the world: ſhall not keepe 
the wicked from contempt;norall the wits in hell the godly 
from honour. .Samuels name may -be ouer-caſt and clouded 
for a time,but in the end his light will ſhew it ſelfe. Whileſt 
he is preſent, hee is not valued , his ſonnes were naught, his 
place meane , his gouernment vile ; but this is Samwels ho- 
nour, when goneghe 1s miſt;whendead,he is lamented;all _= 
rac 
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rael triues to doe him all honour : Bleſſed be that life, that 
ends in ſo glorious a death; thrice happy that man, wko An. 
gels,God,and all men do ſtriue to honor. Next,for the godly 
friends they haue,wherein to cofort themſelues, for as much 
a holy life empries ir ſelfe into an honourable death, A true 
Chriſtian may trauell in life vnder troubles and contemprs: 
but marke his end, and you ſhall find (as peace, fo) honour, 
When he is buried,a true and honourable Funerall is ſolem- 
nized; euen mourne,not 1n the face,but in the heart; reſpect 
him not in ſhew, but in truth ; their conſciences reuerence 
him, their ſoules tinde a miſſe of him ; the Angels of Heauen 
man him in a goodly traine to Heauen, the Saints on earth 
follow him with greateſt aftections ro his graue : ſeuen, nay 
thrice ſcuen yeres after the Funeral he is not forgotten. Thus 
are the men whom the great King loues, honoured: if any of 
ours haue pertormed ſucha lite,that he hath atrained to fucl 
a death, there is no place for repining. If God ſlay eAarors 
ſonnes, he muſt be f1lent : If he honour ours,ftallwee-mur. 
mur? What, ſhall Zethuc! part with a daughter ; Laban with 
a ſiſter, for an //acks ſake? Shall Barzullai in his age part with 
his ſtaffe, his ſonne,when he 1s to liue in Daurds Court? Shall 
men and women beare with patience the abſence of deareſt 
friends,when it is for their outward preferment? and when 
Chriſt would marry a child, preferre a friend, aduance our 
acquaintance,ſhould we {ſtand off ? No: if this be the worſt 
thar death can doe to the godly,ro ſtrip him of his ragg:,and 
clothe him with robes; to tree him from all conterr:pts,and 
poſſefſe him of greateſt konours ; ro redeeme him trom all 
ſhame,and to crowne him with glory in the hearts,mouths, 
conſciences of men,in the face of Heauen and earth: lets ne.. 
uer frowne vpo friends departure,but rather fee(if poſiible) 


the meſſenger of this good tidings, & bleſſe the Lord for our 


aduancements in theirs, Indeed(beloued)we weepe too fait, 
when teares denie ſight of mercies : in the death of Samet 
there is gaine to him,as wel as lofſe to vs;both ſhould be re- 
membred. I know many preſent ſenſible of the one, I fhall 
be wrongtul to conceale the other.

What a ſhame. is it for 1ſracl, for Ramah, for Saz-xels houſe, l 

that, when the. Old man is gone, Paid dare ſtay no longer f 

amanglt rhem.? O-what.a thamefull change is this / what a 

blemiſh ro Samuels ſucceſſors to all the Countrey / you that 

be in Iſracl,ſuruiuing Samze/,take vnto you the heart,ſpirit, 

and courage of Samuel: when perſecuted David comes vnro 

you for-ſuccour,driue him not into the Wildernefle;and let 

the friends. of Saxxel. continue the life of Sawmel in-their 

houſes and behaujours, Ramah was a Citie of refuge = = 
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ſtreſſed perſons,an habitation for the Leuites, a Colledge for 
the Prophets,thither Dauid was euer welcome ; for Dauid to 
be thruſt out by Deeg,to be courſed from Ramah into the wil. 
derneſlſe of Paran, is ſuch a blemiſh to the place as can neuer 
be waſhed out. But why (to goe on )feares Dauid more now 
then before ? good reaſon, Sarl and all like Saul will now 
ſhew themſelues, and turne the inſide outward. Samuels 
death is twice mentioned, and either time a ſhrewd pranke 
of S.uuls : firſt, hee perſecutes Danid , as here : ſecondly, hee 
runnes to Witches, 1. Sam. 28. 3,7. In Samuels life-time 
Witches went downe : but when Samuel was dead, Saul can 
reliſh ſorcerie well enough. Thus rhe thoughts of many 
hearts will be diſcouered vpon a Samrels death ; let Jehoiadah 
be buried, and /oaſh will come to his bent againe. Let Salo- 
2215 head be once laid, good men, wiſe men,a fathers friends 
will be neglected; greene heads, worthlefie perſons ſhall bee 
entertained : Rehoboam would not hane done fo in Salomors 
dayes; but he is dead. Looke to it,looke to it (my brerhren ) 
all yee that haue profeſſed loue, zeale, religion in Samwels 
dates,thar now you ſhew not Sas ſpirit ; be ſetled, be reſo- 
lute ſtill for God, for the Word, for profeſiion, ſith the pre- 
cept and the promiſe, and the promiſer and heauen promiſed, 


tands as they did. 1f now any of you ſhall ſteale from God, . _ 


and file to the enemie; ſhal giue ouer his profeſizon, and turne 
perſecutor, ſcoffer, &c. hee proclaimes his owne hypocrilie: 
God from heauen proclaimes him a traitor, and will follow 
him with a crying co,/crence, and reſtlefſe heart, till he hath layd 
vim as low as hell, But whither flew Dauid ? a poore refuge 
be. hath, yet ſome ; though Same! be dead, yet he hath a ſhel- 
ter,ſuch as it is; Dauias life hangs not wholly vpon Sammels, 

The ſinners of Sion now opened .vpon him ,'and followed 
him with full crie., Now his friend 1s gone ,, now his God 1s 
dead, now. wee will bee vpon him, &c.'Vpon him :' fooliſh _ 
men: his God cead .'' Darids God lines, rhough. Samuel bee 

dead. His friend he hath loſt indeede, but not his father ; hee 
muſt no more to Ratrah, but in-Paran; there be rockes, hou- 
fes;in heauen there 15 a-rocke that will neuer faile : bleſſed bee 
the Lord tor this comfort; when the diyell rores,and the wic- 
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neſſe, where they find a place, What ſhall 1 ſay more ; Sa- 
»el goerh to heauen , Dan:d muſt abroad , both muſt from 
Ramah : ſee what death can doe, it maketh a diuorce betwixt 
deareſt friends. What of that? Therefore truſt notin friends, 
therefore dote not vpon friends, thereforecall vpon friends 
whileſt preſent, and ſay, this child muſt ceaſe to be my child, 
this father to bee my father, &c. we muſt be to one another, 
as if we had neuer beene with one anorher ; and therefore 
thinke of a departure. Therefore (in the ſecond place) make 
ſure Godsloue, get him to be thy friend, and that friendſhip 
is impregnable..

Samuelis liketo ſuch truit as is ripe , and good when it is ga.
